We have presented our case to the jury. And in my opinion, intelligent, 
American people will not believe a kidnapper, will not believe a 
murderer, will not believe a rapist, and will not believe that the federal 
government has the guts to put on a witness stand a caliber of that- a 
man of that caliber and says the jurors believed him against decent 
citizens of the United States. That's what | believe. 


Do you think sir that you have received a fair trial here? 


| have not received a fair trial in the courtroom. The government has 
had evidence. That court has consistently refused allow us to submit 
our witnesses to the jury. 60% of the evidence had been outside of the 
scope of the jury, and | say you have no right in American justice who 
preclude from the mind of those 12 people sitting there the totality of 
the case. Not what somebody wants him to hear, but the totality of it.
